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REMARKS 

Application as filed 

Applicant filed an Application including a specification having at least one claim, 
three drawings and an abstract on December 08, 1999. The specification was accompanied by a 
Transmittal Letter, an unsigned declaration claiming priority to foreign application GB 
9827016.8, filed December 08, 1998, and a Preliminary Amendment. All papers were filed 
within one year of the filing of the foreign priority application by depositing the papers with U.S. 
Post Office Express Mail service under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .10 on December 08, 1999. The 
Application was received by the U.S. Patent Office and assigned Serial Number 09/445,614 and 
a filing date of December 08, 1999. 

Applicant's Transmittal Letter 

Applicant's Transmittal Letter erroneously requested that the Application be filed 
under 35 U.S.C. § 371. Nevertheless, Applicant's Transmittal Letter correctly identified the 
Application, the priority application, the inventor and authorized the payment of all fees due in 
connection with the filing of the Application from Deposit Account No, 13-2755. 

The error arose because Applicant's standard transmittal letter for applications 
filed under 37 C.F.R. §1.53(b) did not contain a line for making a claim for priority to a foreign 
application. Therefore, Applicant's attorney mistakenly used Applicant's standard transmittal 
letter for applications filed under 35 U.S.C. § 371 and identified the foreign priority application 
as the "International Application "
